Americana at New York University. 
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HATE : The Hall of Fame is situated near the northern tip of 
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Manhatten Island, about nine miles 
New York Ciliy, on top of a cliff overlooking the Harlem 
River on the east and the Hudson River to the west. 
From here, across the Hudson, one may see the steep 
Palisades of the New Jersey shore. 

JOHN: Yes. It was these Palisades that inspired Duncan M. 
Genns, of New York University, to write the N.Y.U. 
hymn that Raymond Manton sings for us now. 


MUSIC ' THE PALISADES (GENNS ) (32 An 3) 55 05 
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HALE: In 1899, Hemry MacCracken, Chancellor of New York Uni- 
versity, evolved the idea of a memorial for famous 
Americans. (The project was financed by Mrs. Finley J. 
Shepard and the noted architect Stanford White designed 
the basic structure. ) 

JOHN: The Hall of Fame actually is not a hall «- it is a 
graceful, curving MAMNMOMEE colonnade, about 650 feet 
long. It is open to the air except for a double row 
of simple classic columns resting on top of low walls 
on either side of a pathway. The columns support 4 
tile roof over the pathway. Between the columns are 
sculptured bronze busts of the Americans honored here. 
Beneath each, on the wall, is a bronze plaque, bearing 
the individual's name and a quotation of some of his 


or her noteworthy words. 
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The spirit of the Hall of Fame is reflected in the 
following limes from the Old Testament: “Let ua now 
praise famous men, by whom the Lord hath wroughs great 
Glory.se.s.+sAlLl these were honored in theiy generations, 
and were the glory of their times...." 
JOHN: As those words salute the great Amer us honored there,
